THE LINCOLN HIGHWAY IN UTAH 
In 1913 a group of businessmen who were involved with the newly developing 
automobile industry created a plan for a road that would cross the entire width of the 
United States. These men formed an organization which they called The Lincoln 
Highway Association, and the name of their transcontinental road would be the Lincoln 
Memorial Highway. The route of the highway would cross twelve centrally located 
states including the state of Utah. 


The Lincoln Highway was established before the national government became 
involved in roads and highways, and it was promoted and financed primarily by the 
private sector. It served as the main east-west auto route across the country for 
about sixteen years, and then lost its identity as an officially recognized highway when 
the United States Congress created the federal highway system. 


Although the old highway was officially replaced it was never entirely forgotten, 
and during relatively recent years a number of people have begun to give it some 
belated attention. In 1992 a second Lincoln Highway Association was organized. The 
major objectives of this new association are the preservation of the existing remnants 
of the original road and the promotion of the public's awareness of this historic 
highway. 


We will be talking a little bit about the Lincoln Highway within the state of Utah. Our 
purpose is to describe as closely as possible, the route of the highway, the major 
changes that were made in the route, and some of the places where the highway can 
still be found. 

Emory Station 
As you continue down the canyon from Castle Rock, the old roadbed can occasionally be 
seen between the two sets of railroad tracks. But you cannot get to the highway in this 
area without going pas a Union Pacific "No Trespassing" sign and crossing a set of tracks 
at an unauthorized grade crossing. 


When you reach Exit 180 you can leave Interstate 80 and get back onto the route of 
the Lincoln Highway. This section of the highway was designated as US Highway 30 
South for many years and has been maintained as a county road since the construction 
of I-80. Rishel’s 1919 road guide indicates that at about a mile from Exit 180 the 
original road crossed the railroad and in less than a mile crossed back again. These 
crossings were eliminated by 1924. 


Located about two and a half miles to the southwest of Exit 180 the Emory Railroad 
Station was used as a checkpoint in all of the old road guides. Today you will find a 


small grove of pine trees, but the station buildings and the spring have disappeared.
